Upland Councilman James 
Christensen, who made the 
proposal, admitted that other 
cities would use the request 
for similar demands. 
said Upland deserves special 
consideration because of the 
rapid rate of growth in the 
West End. But a Prado Basin 
park is also planned. 

Supervisor Daniel Mikesell, 
in whose district the area is 
located, asked for a report on 
the project as soon as possible 
from Smith Falconer, director 
of the County’s regional parks 
department. 

Christensen told Supervisors 
that Cable Airport “is on your 
back and on ours.” He said 
the airport is in the West End 
master plan and in federal 
plans, but that requirements 
call for an “open space area 
in its flight pattern, north and 
east of the airport 

The City cannot acquire the 
necessary property by issu- 
ance of revenue bonds, Chris- 
tensen continued, so a plan 
for a County park and golf 
course had been evolved, in- 
cluding 100 acres in the City 
and 60 in the County. 

Land will cost between $16.- 
000 and $12,000 per acre, he 
said, for ‘xe 160 acres. He 
added that half of the $1,800,- 
900 cost for the land would be 
advanced by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. The County could pay

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As Sen. Nisbet Sees It... 
Terrible Watts Controversy 
Demands Action By Senate |

Rumblings from last month’s 
terrifying riots in the Watts 
area of Los Angeles continue 
to reverberate up and down the 
State. 


The latest peal of thunder 
rolled when the Highway Pa- 
trol Commissioner publicly and 
forcibly rejected a charge by 
the Los Angeles Chief of Po- 
lice that actions of the High- 
way Patrolmen who arrested 
the drunk driver Aug. 11 trig- 
gered the ensuing riot. 

The Chairman of the Senate 
Fact Finding Committee on 
Transportation and Public 
Utilities quickly scheduled a 
meeting of his group for the 
middle of this month to con- 
sider the matter. “‘We are not 
going to assess or blame any- 
one, nor are we going to white- 
wash anyone’s actions,’’ the 
Chairman stated. 

“We will provide the public 
forum necessary to allow all 
concerned law enforcement 
agencies and levels of govern- 
ment the opportunity to pre- 
sent their sides to the current 
unfortunate controversy.” 


Actions of both the Los An- 
geles Mayor and the Chief of 
Police brought about the un- 
pecedented public defense of 
his men by the Commissioner. | 
The Mayor wrote the Los An- 
geles District Attorney, re- 
questing an investigation of the 
Highway Patrol arrest. 


The Chief of Police, in a tele- 
vision interview, said that the 
riot might have been avoided 
if his police force had handled 
the arrest, since its members 
are better trained and more 
experienced in touchy race re- 
lations situations. 

In a formal press release the 
Commissioner said that his re- 
sentment at the Los Angeles 
officials’ unwarranted attack 
on the ability of members of 
the California Highway Patrol 
to carry out their duties ex- 
ceeded his reluctance to enter 
into a public dispute with 
them. “I can no longer leave 
their statements unchalleng- 
ed.” 

The Commissioner declared 
that during the height of the 
riot, the Police Chief stated 
publicly, “It could happen to 
anyone,”’ meaning that an ar- 
rest by any peace officer could 
have set off the riot 

Again, according to the Com- 
missioner, the Chief publicly 
said that if the drunk driving 
arrest by the Highway Patrol 
had not triggered the riot, 
something else would have at 
another time. From these two 
statements, the Commissioner 
concluded, it is obvious that 
the Chief now is merely trying 
to place the blame on someone 
else’s shoulders. 

The Commissioner said that 
it is. particularly difficult for 
him to understand why, if the 
Highway Patrolmen are 30 
poorly trained and qualified as 
the Chief now alleges, the lat-

A major change in the or- 
ganizational structure of the 
National Orange Show involv- 
ing the creation of a top-level 
Board of Governors has been 
announced by William E 
Leonard, San Bernardino real- 
tor and president of the 1966 
citrus exposition scheduled for 
March 10-20. 


Chairman of the all-import- 
ant board of gevernors is § 
Wesley Break, member of the 
board of directors, president of 
the highly successful 1965 Na- 
tionai Orange Show and a 
member of the San Bernar- 
dino County Board of Super- 
visors 

Serving with him will be Mil- 
ton R. Sage, chain market 
owner; Leslie Il. Harris, de- 
partment stores operator; Wil- 


lam M. Wilson, construction 
company executive; John M 
Oakey and R. H. Stockwell, 


former members of the board 
of directors: Congressman Ken 
W. Dvyal, former board mem- 
ber, shaw president and until 
his election to Congress the
